The harvest hand is ex-
peeted to get up from his downy couch
about the time other psople are going
to bed. If he isn't at work before sun-
rise he is written down as a slugeard,
and his naume will appear on the agri-
cultural blacklist. He has to take his
meals on the fly - it (s the busy season,
and every minute counts. If he wants
to rest for half an hour after hisdinner
be is regarded with loathing. He
sticks to his job until after sundown
and when he finally does gel through
for the day heis so tired that he has te
lift his feet by the boot straps when he
walks to the house, And then he is
considered of plutocratic tendencies
because be gets £2 a day and bis board.
A sheaf of oats or wheat does not seem
80 formidable if you take hold of one
when you are feeling good ; but by the
time you have shocked up a million
sheaves, cerrying two al a time about
half a mile, esch one weighs a ton;
and they are usually foll of cockle burs
and thistles, and your hands feel like
dead porcupines after a while. We
have all kinds of sympathy for the
harvest hand, because we bave worked
in harvest fields. He ought to organs
ize, and demand 30 cents an hour for
bis time, with peanuts and red lemons
ade thrown in.— Walt Mason in State
